“Hennessey? Yes, please.” 

“Keane? Yeah.” 

This is the call of friendly Bob, driver 
for the Intereampus but between Clarke, 
Loras and the University of Dubuque. 

In our world of daily rushing to keep 
schedules, punctuality is applauded; tardi- 
ness is admonished; but, over-anxiousness 
is aggravating! ‘Hell hath no fury like a 
woman’s scorn,” could have been coined 
by William Congreve after he had encount- 
ered a Clarkie at 12 noon who had just 
missed the scheduled 12:05 p.m. bus; or, 
another young wornan at 3:22 p.m. after 
she had missed the 3:27 p.m. bus.
